A Would-Be Murderer 
Hanged by t. 


Mob of Texas Vigilantes--Other 


Crimes. 


HEBRON, Neb., June 18.—At three 


o'clock yesterday morning twenty masked 
men rode np to the county jail and one 
o! their number called for the jailer. The 
latter appeared and was confronted by a 
brace of revolvers. "I want Eli Owens," 
said the leader of the vigilantes. The 
men then asked for peaceable admission 
to the jail, and, being refused, made a 
rush, overpowering the jailer, and enter- 
ed without difficulty. 
Sled^e-hamm ers 


were produced and the iron doors leading 
to the jail proper were speedily knocked 
from their hiuges. The door of Owens' 
cell 
was 
battered 
down, 
and 
tho 


cowering prisoner seized and broughtout, 
half dressed and quivering with fear. A 
rope was thrown around his neck, two 
scores of hands pulled at the other e'nd 
and Owens was dragged outside to where 
a wagon was waitin™. 
He was bwuHerl 


into the box. and half a dozen men sat on 
him to prevent him from breaking away. 
Powerless 
to 
mo\e, and

ency from the 
silent 
black-masked 


men, 
who galloped 
furiously 
along- 


side, 
Owens 
began 
to 
shriek and 


wail and pray. 
So loud were his cries, 


he awakened the entire town, and terri- 
fied men and women rushed from theii 
doors. Judge Richards and W. D. Gal- 
bralth ventured to interpose, but they 
were speedily surrounded, and the clicks 
ot a dozen revolvers warned them to de- 
sist. They slunk away, and no more ef- 
forts at rescue were made. 
Citizens who 


ran into the road vtere driven back into 
their doors, where thov remained. 


At a gallop the wagon was whirled out 


of town, and the jailer was warned not to 
follow, as it would mean death to the 
pursuers. For three miles, with many 
turns, to mislead any wiio might follow, 
the doomed man was conveyed, his cap- 
tors beating and bruisum him in a fearful 
manner. His agonies were not permitted 
t o cease until, in a little urove, the rope 
was slung over the limb of a tree and the 
criminal pulled up a distance of five feet 
from the ground. He was slowly stran 
gled to death. 


Whether or not he confessed to 
hi< 


crime is not known. 


Meanwhile the town had been aroused, 


and Sheriff Greer at once armed a posse 
to start in pursuit. Volunteers to thwart 
the vigilantes were few, as the ivncher; 
were known to be well armed an d ready 
to fight for what they considered justice. 
An hour was spent in raihing the force of 
men and in discovciui^ the trail, which 
was finally found and trace 1 to the clumi 
of trees where the body nun™. 


At dawn the remains of Owens were 


found swingini; in the hreeyu. Tlic body 
was warm, but effoits at resuscitation 
proved unavailing. The rope was cut, 
and the coroner, upon reaching town, 
held an inquest. Th.- Identity of the 
vig 'antes was nut lunnmd, a.s they left 
no marks that would f mulsh a clew. A 
verdict of death at the hands of unknown 
persons was retuined. 


The feeling at Hebron is intense, and 


those persons who were threatened witn 
death for interfering intend to raise a 
fund with which to employ detectives to 
ferret out the men who did the hanging. 


OWENS' 
CRIMK. 


The crime for which Owens was hung 


is a peculiarly brutal one. 
He lived at 


Alexandria, and Friday night went to the 
residence of a neighbor named Church, 
tthere Ida Grim, the sixteen-year-old sis- 
ter of his wife, was I'liaaged as a domes- 
tic. 
He invited his sister-in-law to ride 


with him, and when two miles out of 
town assaulted and outraged her. Tin) 
gill, half dead, drugged herself to tin- 
nearest house and told her storv. 


Owens was arrested by Sheriff Green 


Tuesday, and at a in-elimiuaiy hearing 
waived examination and was lodged in 
jail. The incensed citi/.ons org'ini/.cd a 
vigilance committee, but the prisoner was 
spirited away to this place for sate keep- 
ing. 
The mob v>as composed of ati/ens 


ol Alexandria, and it is hclieu>d that anv 
attempt to bring them to justice w i l l 
prove futile. 
It was known that tne 


lynching would occur, and no one could 
prevent it.

THE OHIO SENATE. 


Another Decision of the State Supreme 
Court Sustaining Its Action. 


COLUMBUS, O., June 18.—The case of 


the State of Ohio ex rel Charles Herron, 
et al, vs. Thomas G. Smith, et al, or, as 
it is better known, the quo warranto case 
relative to the Cincinnati board ol public 
affairs, was decided last night, and the 
Senate Is sustained by a strict party vote, 
Judges Spear, Minshall and Johnson, the 
Republicans, assenting, and Judges Owens 
and Follette, the Democrats, dissenting. 
At the beginning of the case the relators, 
or the board of public works, filed a for- 
mal petition avowing that as a body they 
were duly elected and legally qualified, 
and that the board of public affairs have 
usurped and attempted to perform their 
functions and duties. 


To this the board of public affairs filed 


an answer in brief as follows : That on 
May 17, 188G, the Legislature passed an 
act repealing the law which established 
the board of public works and creating 
in its slend a board of public affairs to 
perform the duties and to have the pow- 
ers theretofore enjoyed by the board of 
public works, and giving Governor For- 
akcr the power to appoint five members 
3f the board of public affairs, and that 
;hese members were regularly appointed 
ind duly qualified under this act. 


To this answer the relators filed a re-
